struggle to keep up a disturboace. Already they 
are misrepresenting the bill, and it is a remarkable 
fact, that almost every objection they make is:in- 
sarered by their own recoil. Does it admit a slave 
State ou condition? They so voted iheiR-elves. 
Does the preamble recognise that the people of 
Kansas, through their delegates at Lecuiupton, 
framed a constitution which is republican in form? 
The House bill, for which they all voted, did ex- 
actly the same thing. So did the Senate bill. The 
language in that respect is the same in all of 
them. Do they eay that the bill offer* a bribo 
in lands to the people of Kansas to accept the Le- 
compton constitution? So, then, did the Critten- 
den amendment, for which they all voted; for the 
amount given is the same in each, and is no more 
than <s usually given to new States, and which 
everybody knows Kansas will get whether she 
comes in now, with this constitution, or hereafter 
under some other. Have they no confidence in 
intelligence ofthe American people that resort to 
these expedients to get up a prejudice against tliis 
measure? They will again be doumed, as they 
have oft times been before, to disappointment. — 
Tliey have openly avowed that they willassaii this 
bill, and they evidently mean that the slavery 
agitation shall not cease, if they can help it, until 
it has alienated the people ofthe North from the 
people of the South, and sapped the very foupda- 
tioas of the republic. I'he people cannot fail to 
see the evil tendency of these things and the mis- 
chieveous nature of their designs, and will,l trust 
and believe, hold them marauders upon the public 
peace, and consign them to inglorious defeat 
[Applause.] 

Fellow-citizens, I am not to be caught by any 
anti-Deraocratic traps.
